SPOONING IN BALL PARK. 


James Cleary and Virginia Markham were 
seated on a bench last midnight in the ball 
park at the foot of Chicago avenue. 

Two youths with drawn revolvers walked 
up to then and cémmanded Cleary to 
“shell out.” 

Miss Markham gave a scream which 
aroused the firemen in engine house No. 98. 
a few hundred feet away and could be heard 
for blocks along the lake shore. One of 
the robbers slapped a round hand over her 
face. 

Cleary swung on the jaw of the robber 
and sent him flying. The other robber drew 
a knife and cut a nasty slash across Cleary's 
face. 


Former Watchman Shot Down, 

Jehial Jeener, who formerly was a watch- 
man for the Schack detective agency, rushed 
up and slezed the robber holding the knife. In 
an instant the second robber pressed his wea- 
pon against the former watchman's side and 
pulled the trigger until the revolver was 
emptied. 

The robber’s companion kneit over Cleary 
and beat him repeatedly with the butt end of 
his revolver until he lay senseless. 

Six shots had deen fired and the robbers 
were fleeing’ across the ball ground when 
the firemen reached the spot. They found 
Cleary unconscious, Jeener dying, and Miss 
Markham in a dead faint. 


' Jeener Dies Later. 

Jeneer was removed to the Policlinic hos- 
pital, where he died. Cleary and Miss Mark- 
ham were cared for at Chicago avenue sta- 
tion, where they told their story. Lieut. 
Tim Cullinane flooded the district with po- 
liceman, who began bringing in suspects be- 
fore a half hour had passed. Cleary lives 
at 982 La Salle avenue, Miss Markham at 
17 West Huron street, and Jeneer resided at 
80) North State street. 

Police found in Jeener’s pocket a card: In 
case auything happens to me notify my 
mother, Mre. C. L. Hogmire, Ritchfield, 
Wash.” : 

Police believe the robbers are the same 
who beat Thomas Knarisha, 672 Dearbora 
avenue, on the ball park on Sunday night.

Former Election Commissioner 


J. f. Judge Says That Voting 
Machines Will Not Help. 


CONDITIONS STILL BAD 


Legislative Committee Begins Its 
Inquiry Into the City’s $1,000,000 
Deal for Devices. 


SAY THEY CAN BE MANIPULATED 


Thomas F. Judge—Democratic member of 
the board of election commissioners for 
twelve years, until supplented by the Owens 
régime—biu: tly told the Butts voting ma- 
chine investigating committee yesterday that 
honesty in Chicago elections has not im- 
proved in two decades. 

“While the human being is crooked, the 
voting machine will not straighten him,” de- 
clared Mr. Judgé vehemently under the cross 
examination of former Judge Willard Mc- 
Ewen, who appeared suddenly at the opening 
session of the legislative commission as the 
personal attorney for County Judge John E. 
Owens. 

Tou cannot make honest men out of dis- 
honest judges and clerks of election,“ he con- 
tinued. “ The special grand jury which in- 
vestigated the crooked election charges grow- 
ing out of the Healy-Wayman contest was 
right in its conclusions and anybody who 
knows anything about Chicago election con- 
ditions knows it was right.” 


. Deneen Grasps His Chance. 
Former Gov. Charies 8. Deneen, attorney 
tor the legislative committee, took up the 
opening which had been made by his former 
professional ally, McEwen, later his bitter 
political enemy in Republican county poll 
dics, and asked Mr. Judge a tew questions. 
“Wil the voting machines stop *‘ short 


pehélling,’ the voting of dead men, false reg-+ 


jatration, repeating, crooked returns of the 
count, or any of the spedéific findings of fraud 
connected with that primary, as set forth in 
that grand jury report?” Mr. Deneen shot at 
the witness. 

“Certainly not,“ was Mr. Judge's answer. 

“Did that grand jury report recommend 
the immediate purchase of the Hmpire voting 
machine as a remedy for these rotten condi- 
tions? Mr. Deneen pursued. | 

It did not,” replied the witness. 


Says Crookedness Has Not Decreased. 

“You wouldn't abolish the multiplication 
table or the alphabet because it had been 
used by dishonest men, would you?” cut in 
Mr. McEwen. 

No, but I do knew that crookedness in 
Chicago elections has not decreased in twen- 
ty years, and I do not know any way to cor- 
rect it,” replied Mr. Judge. We tried every 
way we knew to stop it and we could not 
prevent the manipulation of the returns, the 
packing of the registries, and the voting of 
dead men. If I had thought the voting ma- 
chine would have helped I would have been 
for it. I was against it while I was an elec- 
tion commissioner and I am against it now.” 

This testimony from an experienced man in 
Chicago politics given at the afternoon ses- 
sion of the committee culminated an array 
of sworg statements directed chiefly at the 
possibility of manipulation of the Empire 
machine, the million dollar contract for the 
purchase of machines of this type being the 
matter in chief under investigation by the 
Butts commission. 


State Commissioners Testify. 
The two members of the state voting ma- 
chine comm! Mon, Amos Miller of Hillsboro 
and Morris Emmerson of Lincoln, who, with 
the late Secretary of State James A. Rose, 
gave the first formal approval to the Empire 
machine, had been on the stand during the 


rea 
Both men testified under cath that in dis- 
honest hands the machines could be manip- 
viated, and thet this belief was held by them 
at the time their approval was given to the 
Empire machine. Both admitted election 
judges corruptly working together could pro- 
duce a dishonest return. 
* startling fact testified to by both 
these witnesses was that they had not 
—— practically Whether the Empire 
machine would satisfy the requirements of 
the Illinois direct primary law, and that 
there had been no test of this feature, to their 
knowledge. 


Cites the Official Findin-s. 

Mr. McEwen attempted to refresh the 
memory of Mr. Miller by calling his atten- 
tion to the paragraph in the official findings 
of the commissioners on file with the secre- 
tary of state, which set out that the Empire 
machine had been found to be fully in har- 
mony with the technical requirements of 
the direct primary law. 

Mr. Miller testified he could not remember 

anything about that and under the questions 
of Mr. Deneen swore the test of the machine 
as made before the letting of the $1,000,000 
contract had to do only with the regular 
election ballot and that to hig memory there 
was no test as to a primary ballot. 

Mr. Emmerson, in his testimony, went fur- 
ther and affirmed that the Empire machine 
as to type. in. his judgment, would be sat- 
isfactory to the primary law necessities. 
but that it would have to be vastly increased 
in size. 


Machine Too Ounsbersoine. 
To his mind it would be too cumbersome 
for practical use in direct primaries such as 
are necessary in Chicago until minority 
im the Iilinols legislature is 
abolisheé and the short ballot shall have 
become an accomplished fact in the state.

Officials Announce Doors Will 
Open Today with $100,000 
in Cash on Hand for Any 
Emergency. 


No Cause for Alarm, 
Bank Examiner Says.

A rumor, born apparently from nothing, 
but spreading through ‘the neighborhood 
with the rapidity of a prairie fire, yester- 
day caused a run on the Kenwood Trust 
and Savings bank, which kept the officials 
of that institution, busy from 9 o'clock in 
the morning until 4 in the afternoon paying 
out money to its depositors. 

The bank, which is at Grand boulevard 
and Forty-seventh street, remained open an 
hour after the usual time for closing in or- 
der to pay the last of the depositors who 
called for funds. At the same time its offi- 
clals continued to accept deposits, a sure 
sign of their belief in the bank’s solvency, 
for the act of accepting deposits for an in- 
solvent bank is an offense punishable by a 
term in the penitentiary. * 


Ready to Pay Off Today. 

When the bank’s doors finally were closed 
for the day by President A. K. Brown it 
was announced that payment would be re- 
sumed promptly with the opening today. To 
meet every possible emergency, Mr. Brown 
said arrangeineénts had been made to have 
$100,000 in currency in the bank es vaults 
when the doors open. 

“ The bank is perfectly solvent,” said Mr. 
‘Brown, “and the run is based on nothing 
teria. ‘Althoukh it has attracted @ large 
crowd to our doors, the amount of money 
‘paid out is all out of proportion to the excite- 
ment the situation is creating. The truth is 
that our deposits during the day have 
} equaled if not exceeded our withdrawals.” 

In spite of these assurances the crowd 
continued to linger about the bank's doors 
after it was closed. At 9 o'clock at night 
several hundred persons, mostly boys and 
gitis of the neighborhood, were hovering in 
its vicinity. Some lingered all night. 

The bank is backed by some of the strongest 
men in the stockyards district. Its etockhold- 
1 include L. A. Carton, J. L. Kesner, Louls 

F. and Edward F. Swift, and L. E. and J. EK. 
Tilden. 


Three Versions of Cause Given. | 

Three versions are given of the cause 
of the run on the bank. They are: 

1. A man who had a checking ac- 
count in the institution sent a check: 
there which was improperly signed. 
The bank refused to honor the 
check, and the man, misunderstand- 
ing the reason, gained the impres- 
sion that it couldn't pay. 


2. A woman, when asked to settle 
her grocery bill, replted, as an ex- 
cuse, that she had money in the 
bank, but couldn't get it, because 
the bank had no money. 

3. A man Grew $2,400 in cash from 
the bank to close a real estate deal. 
A woman, seeing him come out of 
the building witn the money in his 
hands, told the story to a neighbor.

It developed today, following the with- 
drawal of President Van Cleave in 1908, hie 
secretary, Fred C. Schwedtman, organized in 
St. Louis what was known as a Citizens’ In- 
dustrial association. which was really a part 
of the Natéonal Council for Industrial De- 
tense of the N. A. M. 


N. A. M. Organized Speakers’ Bureau. 

This association was used as a speakers’ 
burea® for the exploitation of the N. A. M.'s 
so-called anti-class legislation fight. Men 
prominent in political life, in ignorance of 
the real purpose of the organization, were 
induced to address its meetings. 

Between such speakers were sandwiched in 
addresses my men like Littlefield of Maine 
and Watson of Indiana, whose addresses 
were on subjects peoullarly in line with the 
N. A. M.'s fight against labor organizations 
and in favor of reactionary politics. 

The correspondence disclosed earnest at- 
tempts on the part of Mulhall, Emery, and 
others to secure addresses by Cardinal Gib- 
bons, President Taft, Ambassador Bryoe, and 
others of almost equal prominence. } 


Mulhall Erred on Watson Fee. 

Taking the stand at the afternoon session, 
Mulhall frankly told the committee that he 
was in error yesterday in declaring that the 
$500 paid James FD. Watson as a retainer for 
lobby work in behalf of the tariff commis- 
sion bill was before Watson's term as a mem- 
ber of congress expired in the spring of 1909. 

He admitted his statement yesterday that 
Watson received this money while a member 
of congress was false. He said that letters 
he had gone through since then showed this 
money had not been paid until some time tn 
April, and that Watson's term expired March 
4. Up to that time Watson had been pald 
no money at all by the N. A. M. 


Mixed in Ulinois Politics. 

A letter to'Schwedtman early in February, 
1909, tells of an attempt by Mulhall and 
Emery to mix into the Illinois senatorial 
deadlock which resulted in Lorimer. The 
letter follows: N 

„ am going with Mr. Emery today to sée 
Mr. William B. McKinley of the Nineteenth 
Illinois district, chairman of the national 
committee, and other Illinois members. | 

“We are taking advantage in a political 
way of the situation at the present time in 
Illinois; that is, we know that Senator Albert

Sought Aid of McKinley. 

“There have ben some votes cast for Mc. 
Kinley since the contest started, and Mr. 
Emery and I will see Mr. M Kinley today on 
this issue and try to gain his active influence 
for our people from this time on. Of course, 
Mr. McKinley is chairman of the national 
congressional committee, taking Mr. Sher- 
man's place, and would be a very valuable 
and strong man in the next house. He is ex- 
tremely friendly at the present time, but we 
are doing all we can to make this friendship 
much stronger.” 

I understood that the whole organisation 
was instructed to workagainst Senator Hop- 
kins because of the stand he took at the 
convention in 1908,“ explained Mulhall. 


Tells of Meeting Hines. 

In à letter to Emery under date of Feb. 18, 
1909, Mulhall tells of a series of visits with 
Edward Hines of Chicago in Washington 
about that time. 

There has been a convention here of the 
Lumber Manufacturers’ association,” he 
wrote, “and I met Mr. Edward Hines of that 
organization. Mr. Hines took a leading part 
last year in Mr. Jenkins’ district.

Worked for Judiciary Committee. 

Immediately after the inauguration of 
President Taft, Emery and Mulhall renewed 
their efforts, begun in January and Febru- 
ary, 1900, to secure safe men on the judiciary 
committee to take the place of Judge Jenkins 
of Wisconsin. Under date of Feb. 11, Mulhall 
wrote, My Dear Ferdigand " of an inter- 
terview with Watson on this subject. 

Mr. Watson,“ he wrote, states that the 
speaker will not appoint Mr. Malby as chair- 
man of the judiciary committee [Malby be- 
ing a New York reactionary, who was per- 
fectly safe for the N. A. M. l. but that he will 
appoint him chairman of the subjudiciary 
committee, the place that Mr. Littlefield for- 
merly held, and Mr. Watson is under the !m- 
pression that Mr. Malby in this place will be 
just as important as if he was chairman of 
the full committee, for as a general rule all 
the labor bills are referred to the subcom- 
mittee. . . I also mentioned to Mr. 
Watson about putting Mr. Denby on the ju- 
diclary committee and Mr. Watööff stated 
that he would see that that committee was 
fixed up as well as it was possible to fix it. 
or in other words, just the way we want it.’ 


Support of Cannon Assured. 

In July he wrote President Kirby, who had 
succeeded Van Cleave, that they were having 
a hard time getting their friends to serve on 
the judiciary committee. This is the most 
important. committee in the house as far as 
labor legisjation is concerned,“ he said. 
1 We have every assurance, how- 
ever, that the speaker will not appoint any 
man upon that committee who is not strongly 
against class legislation, so having the speak- 
er in thorough sympathy with us, we are 
sure te win out.” 


Made Blacklist of House. 

On March 17 Mulhall wrote to Schwedt- 
man, enclosing a blacklist for the new house,

Watson. Used N. A. M. Offices. 
Another Dear Ferdinand letter says:

when I learned that Mr. Watson did not have 
any office for him or his secretary, so I ten- 
dered him the use of our Washington office 
for the few weeks that he will be here.“ 

Under date of March 24 Mulhall wrote 
Schwedtman: 

“Of course, I suppose that Mr. Watson 
would not object to being given some financial 
ald toward pushing this measure (the tariff 
commisetom bill) through. He told me con- 
fidentially today \that his finances were in 
had shape and that if he remained in Wash 
ington he would not object to our people help- 
ing him to work upon this measure. This he 
told me to give in the strictest confidence to 
Mr. Van Cleave and yourselt.” 

Even before Watson consented to be regu- 
larly employed by the N. A. M. at 6250 a 
week, an employment which Muthall wrote 
Watson did not relish, and which he took only 
on a temporary basis, he was doing every- 
thing in his power to turn his influence with 
the speaker and other congress leaders to 
the benefit of the N. A. M. 


Assured Tariff Commission Bill. 

On July 6, Mulhall wrote the new president, 
John Kirby Jr.: 

Jam very glad to report that we will get 
that bill in full, as agreed to by Mr. Van 
Cleave, Senator Aldrich, and President Taft.“ 

When the long oonference deadlock was 
broken, Mulhall notified General Manager 
Bird in New York in the following succinct 
telegram: 

“ Aldrich amendment for tariff commission 
has passed conferees. Mr. Miles has already 
started to seek appointment on commission.“ 

Mulhall testified that while working on the 
Portsmouth (O.) shoe manufacturers’ strike 
in 1908, he used the name of M. Manley. The 
strike was being carried on by the Knights 
of Labor and he used this false name in order 
to employ the American Federation of Labor 
to break the strike. In reporting his move- 
ments to Schwedtman he told of employing 
Oscar Moore, one of the strike ledders at $25 
a week and other strikers for varying 
amounts, using these men to Influence others.

ERIE RAILROAD COMES BACK

Notifies Mediators of Its Willingness 


to Accept Awards Made hy Any 
Federal Arbitration Board. 


New York, July 22.—The Erie road in- 
formed the board of mediation and concilia- 
tion tonight that it would return to the con- 
ference committee of managers that is han- 
dling the eastern railroads’ side of the con- 
troversy involving the threatened strike ot 
80,000 trainmen and conductors. 

Through President F. D. Underwood it was 
announced that the system is prepared to 
accept any awards made by any federal 
arbitration board appointed under the New- 
lands act. 

The position taken by the Erie relieved the 
tenseness of the railroad situation at once. 
The mediators appear to believe that the 
roads will soon withdraw their stipulation 
that their own grievances be submitted for 
arbitration along with the men’s demand for 
better wages. 

Tomorrow morning the mediators will con- 
fer with the managers and they hope to be 
able to announce soon that an agreement 
has been reached in the arbitration dead- 


lock.

MRS. KORSHAK ADMITS ARSON 


Wife’ of Fugitive Incendiary 
Tells Jury She Helped Set Fires 


THINKS DREYFUS MURDERED 


Hoyne Investigates Alleged Suicide of 
Merchant. 


Mrs. Fannie Korshak of 3520 Grand boule- 
vard, wife of David Korshak, the firebug,”’ 
who is a fugitive from justice, yesterday 
told the July grand jury she was a member of 
the “argon trust.” Her story is expected to 
resuit in the indictment of a half dozen other 
members of the organization. Some of these 
are reported wel) known in insurance circles. 

Mrs. Korehak admitted complicity in sev- 
eral Incendiary fires on advice of numerous 
friends. It ie expected . reg tra nt ed 
immunity. 

It also became known State's Attorney 
Hoyne is investigating the death of Leopold 
Dreyfus, woolen merchant and supposed sui- 
cide at his home after he had admitted a 
fire in his shops at 232-34 South Market street 
on June 8, 1911, was of incendiary origin. 
The state suspects he may have been mur- 
dered. Dreyfus named the persons who had 
conspired to set the fire, including Korshak. 

Korshak is reported conducting a saloon in 
Canton, Ching, but arson is not an extradit- 
able offense. Hoyne’s investigation may 
lead to an indictment of Korshak for murder, 
however, which is extreditabie. 

The charges of conspiracy to commit arson 
and conspiracy to defraud against Mrs. 
Marie Acques. widow of James Acques, sup- 
posed Black Hand“ victim, and Lorenzo 
Acques, were dismissed „ in Judge 
Windes court. 

Mrs. Korshak’s testimony is what I 
needed for corroboration of charges against 
other men in the trust,“ said Assistant 
State’s Attorney Johnston, who have not 
yet been indicted. The facts revealed by 
Mrs. Korshak show that the arson conspiracy 
is even of a wider character than was at first 
supposed. Mrs. Korshak’s story involves 
men who have earned good reputations in the 
business world.”

Montclair, which was the alias under which 
Frost posed as her husband and father of 
the two children. The woman now is 22 years 
old. She told Mrs. Frost she became in- 
fatuated with Frost in Minneapolis when she 
was 18 years old. 


Knew He Was Married. 

“I knew he was married,” she told the 
wife of the man who had duped her, “ Dut 
he always told me he was separated from 
hie wife and was getting a divorce, and thet 
as soon ag he secured it we would be mar- 
ried.” 

“ Mr. Frost left me about two years ago,” 
said Mrs. Frost. “ There was no quarrel. I 
believe he must have been deranged to have 
done such a thing. I investigated and found 
he had another family in La Crosse. I have 
known it for a year or so. 

Then last winter he came home one day. 
He was sick. I couldn't forgive him for 
what he had done, but I couldn't turn him 
away from the house in the condition he was 
in. My son and my daughter had been 
working and I had been giving piano lessons 
to keep the home together. He died here. 

I immediately corresponded with the girl. 
She was in La Crosse with his two children 
and was destitute. She was just a domestic 
whom he had prevailed on to elope with him. 
I knew she couldn't stay there. I knew the 
condition of affairs was not her fault. 


Withholds Real Name. 

“ Outside of the name she was known by 
in La Crosse, Mrs. Montclair, I will not 
divulge her real name. That will only pre- 
vent my plans. I cannot keep her and the 
children here. We have not the funds, but 
I am going to get a good home for her. She 
is a good girl—a good housekeeper—and I 
believe I can find a place for her and the two

The two children, Vincent and John, are 2 
and 8 years old.

Senator Bacon, chairman of the foreign re- 
lations committee, advised by the executive 
officers of the government of the facts in 
their possession regarding Mexico, insisted 
today that the Fall resolution should be re- 
ferred to his committee for consideration and 
possibly amendment. Senators Jones and 
Works, Republicans, took the same view. 
Senators Williams and O'Gorman, Demo- 
crats, joined with Senator Lodge and Sen- 
ator Fall in urging action upon the resolu- 
tion. Williams wanted an amendment on the 
ground that the resolution contained the ex- 


pression constitutional richts,“ whereas he | 


insisted Americans in Mexico have no consti- 
tutional rights. Amended, he thought the 
resolution ought to pass in order to strength- 
en the arm of the secretary of state at this 
time. 


Fall Denies Fomenting Strife. 

Senator Fall, aroused by what he termed 

intimations from senators that hé was seek - 
ing to precipitate war with the resolution, 
said: 
“My sole purpose throughout this and the 
former administration has been to prevent 
war with Mexico. I urged the last admin- 
istration to realize the situation in Mexico 
and to act so as to prevent war. But mat- 
ters have dragged on until now we are told 
the situation is so delicate that we should 
not make a declaration of this broad prin- 
ciple. 

Wo hesitate, as a republic, and rightfully 
0, to move to protect our citizens because 
of fear that it will precipitate war. It is in 
your power at the present time to prevent 
war. If strong action had been taken by 
this government two years ago it would 
have prevented war. : 


Delay Cause of Present Situation. 

“ This policy of the United States of delay 
in the hope that something might happen is 
responsible for the present situation. Prompt 
and strong action would have avoided the 
necessity for such a declaration as is pro- 
posed here.” 

By way of giving specific instances of lack 
of protection for Americans, Senator Fall 
told of the murder of Fountain, an Amer- 
ican, and declared that the rebel leader 
Salazar, Fountain's murderer, had soon after 
crossed to a hotel on the American side of 
the border and had been permitted to re- 
turn to Mexico unmolested. : 

Charles L. Montague, an American banker 
in Cananea, threatened with harm, was 
saved, the senator declared, when 250 
American citizens in Cananea took up their 
rifies and several thousand other Americans 
a few miles from the border let it be known 
that if Montague was harmed the state of 
Sonora probably would be an adjunct to an- 
other nation than Mexico.” 


Wilson Not Fully Informed. 

*The present occupant of the White House 
knows very little about the situation in 
Mexico,” concluded Senator Fall. I believe 
when he knows the facts he will adopt a very 
different course.” 

Senator Lodge aroused the attention of the 
senate by declaring that the German minister 
in Mexico promptly forced the Mexican gov- 
ernment to pass 10,000 marks as an indem- 
nity for the murder of a German subject, 
while the American representatives were 
afraid to do anything in cases involving their 
compatriots. He said further that because 
of the feeling they would not be backed up 


| in Washington, American agents stood by 


while the secretary of the German legation 
rescued an American citizen under trial by 
a Mexican miltary court. 

The state department insists the records of 
thé department ‘show that emphatic repre- 


1 sentations have been made in behalf of 


American citizene and their interests, and 
that everything has been done for their pro- 
teotion that the circumstances permitted. 


Murray Wants Intervention. 

Representative William H. Murray of Ok- 
lahoma, well known as “ Alfalfa Bill,” in- 
troduced an elaborate set of resolutions to- 
day, in which he invites the senate to concur, 
directing intervention in Mexico, if order 
and peace are not restored within thirty days 
after President Wilson issues a proclamation 
to that effect. 

Whatever the United States may do with 
respect to Mexico, it proposes to play a lone 
hand. England and other countries would 
be entirely willing to join with this govern- 
ment in establishing peace and order. Or. 
with a mandate from the United States, one 
or all of them might be willing to do it without 
us. The administration will not agree to join 
intervention and would look with strong 
disfavor upon steps of a military character 
by a Buropean nation. 


Gunboat to Frontera. 

Orders were issued to the gunboat Wheel- 
ing to proceed at once to Frontera, on the 
southern gulf coast of Mexico.,“This action 
was taken at the suggestion of the: United 
States consul at Frontera. The Wheeling 
will sail from Key West, whither it is now 
proceeding, tomorrow, to operate under the 
orders of Rear Admiral Fietcher, in com- 
mand of the American battleships on the At- 
lantic coast of Mexico. 

The battleship Louisiana has gone to Tux- 
pan, a port between Vera Cruz and Tampico, 
where American parties have been attacked.

STOLE GIFTS TO BABY? 


Witnesses at Inquest Tell of Bru- 
tal Raid on Christening of 
Little Daughter. 


The Chicago police department yesterday 
was brought face to face with the imperial 
Russian government on sinister intimations 
of unjust oppression and murder of a sub- 
ject of the czar. A thorough investigation 
was begun before Coroner Peter M. Hoffman 
of the death on July 6 of Andre Klimchuk 
a few hours after being beaten, it ie charged, 
by Policeman M. M. Egan of the Maxwell 
street station. 

The inquiry was ordered from St Peters- 
burg through the Russian ambassador to the 
United States, who now is summering at 
Newport. Tne inquiry is in charge of Rus- 
sian Consul Victor Chichkine, who appeared 
in person at the inquest accompanied by his 
counsel, Attorney J. EB. Ingram. 


Say Police Robbed Baby, 

The Russian statement, which says the 
policemen raked into their pockets offerings 
of money toa baby at its christening, follows: 

Andre Klimchuk, a Russian citizen in 

this country for three months, went at 
noon of July 5 to the home of his friend, 
Louis Saharshik, in the rear of 700 West 
Twelfth street, to attend the christening 
celebration of the latter's daughter. There 
were about thirty guests, nearly half of 
them women. There were several cases 
of beer for refreshment, and the party 
sang Russian songs and wrote letters to 
their relatives in Rusela.

Shortly after midnight a policeman 
passing by thought.too much noise was 
being made and called kh wagon. Six of 
the men were arrested after a shot had 
been fired by one of the policemen and 
several of the Russians had been struck 
on the head.

At the station, where he 
was dumped on the floor of the base- 
ment, he was found to be unconscious 
and blood was flowing from his mouth. 
He was taken to the county hospital. 


Story of Witnesses, 

Witnesses said Kiimchuk, with two other 
Russians, was sitting on the street near 
Twelfth and Desplaines streets about 1 
o'clock in the morning of July 6 Policeman 
Frank Larkin arrested the three and charged 
them with disorderly conduct. They were 
loaded into a patrol wagon and taken to the 
Maxwell street police station. Klimchuk 
could not walk when delivered at the station; 
and a few minutes later the lockup keeper 
reported he was unconscious. He died in the 
, police ambulance on the way to the county 
hospital. 

Capt. James O'Donnell Storen and Leut. 
Michael Cloheasy started an investigation 
Which led to the arrest or Pollceman Egan. 
The police contended Klimchuk fen against

NATIVES FLEE IN TERROR. 


Trade in Southern Provinces Para- 
lyzed; Powers on Qui Vive. 


Washington, D. C., July 22.—To protect 
American citizens tmperiled by the revolu- 
tionary movement in the southern Chinese 
provinces, Charge Williams at Peking has 
called upon Rear Admiral Nicholson for a 
guard of marines from the Asiatic squadron 
to Kuling in Kiang-Si province. 

Kiang-Si is the province which recently 
seceded. 

Martial law was proclaimed today in 
Kiang-Si and Kiang-Su provinces, acoord - 
ing to state department reports. 

At this time of the year Kuling is filled 
with Americans and other foreigners. The 
principal city in Kiang-Su province is Shang- 
hai, which last wee:: threw off ite allegiance 
to the Peking government. 

It has become necessary to exercise ex- 
traordinary police powers in Peking in order 
to preserve order. 


GREAT ANXIETY IN CANTON. 

CANTON, China, July 22.~—Trade through- 
out southern China has been paralyzed by the 
proclamation of the independence of the prov- 
ince of Kwang-Tung. The incident has cre- 
ated a féeling of great anxiety in this city. 
Stores have been closed and many of the 
merchants bave telegraphed to shippers not 
to consign goods here for the present. 

A great many people have left the city 
in junks and others haye gone to the north 
on foot. Thousands more have flocked into 
the Portuguese colony of Macao and into 
Hongkong. 

Among the latter are many officials who 
have retired from their posts carrying with 
them millions of dollars in silver and paper 
money. 

There is a strong feeling of resentment 
throughout the southern provinces against 
the policy of Provisional President Yuan Shi 
Kat, but it is felt in most quarters that it 
will be impossible to resist him long, as he 
commands a large trained army, possesses 
money, and has the support of the great 
powers.

Washington, D. C., July 22.—{Special.}~ 
Steps were taken today by President Wil- 
son to effect a reconciliation among the Dem- 
ocratic members of the committee on bank~- 
ing and currency who are warring over the 
administration banking reform bill. 

Through the medium of Representative 
Henry of Texas, the radical leader, the insur 
gents who are showing their teeth to the ad- 


ident a brief outline of amendments that 
they believe should be incorporated in the 
measure. 

The insurgentse—Representatives Dagle of 
Texas, Wingo of Arkansas, Ragsdale of 
South Carolina, and Neely of Kansas—de 
clare they cannot support the bill in tts pres 
ent form. If the ineurgents stand pet in the 
face of possible refusal of the administration 
to comply with their demande, it will take 
many weeks to get the banking bill out of the 
house. The situation te decidedly interest- 
ing, and the outcome is awaited with keen 
interest by administration officiels and lead- 
ers in congress. 


Here, briefly. are the amendments the im- 
surgente belleve should be made a part of 
the administration bill: 

First. Prohibiting directors of nationg) 
banks from serving in a like capacity on the 
boards of interstate industrial or railroad 
corporations. 

Second. A plan for voluntary er compule 
sory guarantee of bank deposits.

The city is without means to dispose of its 
garbage after the existing contract expires 
with the Chicago Reduction company ,Aug. 
31 next. Another meeting of the council 
finance committee, with Mayor Harrison 
present, was held yesterday to find a solu- 
tion.

Russians Here to Study 
Schools and Factories. 


IXTY-HIGHT Russians who are studying 
American educational and technical 
methods will arrive this morning from 
Pittsburgh to remain until Sunday. The 
five days will be spent in visiting Chi- 

cago’s most important industries. 

The party; composed of twenty-two women 
and forty-six men, was sent from Moscow by 
the Moscow Society for the Promotion of Tech- 
nical Knowledge, and is one of nearly 150 dit- 
ferent tours sent out by the society to cover 
nearly every prominent country in the world, 

The Russians so far have visited New York, 
Philadelphia, Washington, and Pittsburgh. The 
party for the most part is made up of teach- 
ers, although there are a number of prominent 
Russian professional.men and women, writers 
and journalists included. 

Upon their return to Moscow those who take 
the different trips are expected to give lec- 
tures and explain the methods used by differ- 
ent countries in developing various industries.

$250,000 Greek Bust in Baltimore Cellar 


Baltitmore, Mad., July 23.—A piece of Greek 
sculpture, the bust of a female child of about 
5 years of age, stolen from the National mu- 
seum et Athens fifteen years ago and said to 
have a monetary value of $260,000 and 3,000 
years old, was recovered by the local police to- 
day. The figure was dug up in the cellar of 
Charles Nemphos, a Greek confectioner at 
Hampden, a suburb. 

It was only after Nemphos had been subjected 
to a third degree quizzing by detectives, lasting 
all night, that he pointed out the spot where 
the bust was buried. Nemphos was locked up 
on the charge of receiving stolen goods. 

According to Nemphos, he came into posses- 
sion of the figure ten or eleven years ago. He 
obtained it, he sad, from a fellow countryman 
he had employed and to whom he loaned money, 
taking the bust as security. He buried the 
figure, he said, because he was afraid it would 
be stolen. 

The information which led to the recovery of 
the bust was furnished to the Greek legation by 
a relative of Nemphos, with whom he had quar- 
reled.

Bachelors and Spinsters Ignored. 

It often occurs to me we allow society in 
general to influence us to spend our money 
in if not foolish at least nonprofitable ways. 
I have always felt a respect for a woman 
friend who is not afraid to say frankly now 
and then, “I cannot afford it.” It seemed to 
me when I came from New England that 
every one here, adults at least, had everything 
that was desired. While 1 do not believe in 
saving just for the mere sake of saving. I am 
sometimes amazed at the way people seem to 
dare to live with no thought for what may 
come. 

For some time I have been interested in the 
subject of expenditure of salary. There are 
any number of schedules for houschold ex- 
penses, but single men and spinsters seem to 
be exempt from any advice in that direction. 
One of the banks had a card in the street cars 
advising that one-fourth of the salary be 
saved. I asked one of the employés for any 
information on the subject of salary division 
for the single person and was told that they 
have no data. She suggested that it would be 
interesting to purave the subject further. 

One does not wish unduly to narrow down 
one’s expenses, to a detrimental extent, but I 
would personally like to compare with others 
and find if there is a general wise apportioti- 
ment with due attention to all the needs. 

I looked over my own expenditures for six 
months and on a salary that averages $108 a 
month throughout the year found that I saved 
28 per cent. E. L. I. 
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Buying a Home. 

My husband is a coal digger and some pays he 
does well and some poor. His pays average $60 
per month. There are two in the family and I 
send my parents $2 per month and buy most all 
their clothes. My husband gives me his pay and 
I have all my debts figured up in advance, so I 
know just what I owe and I won't buy anything 
that I think I cannot pay for pay day. We are 
buying a home and two lots. Our payments are 
$20 per month with interest at 7 per cent every 
three months. 

I.do my own housework and washing and 
ironing. In the summer we have a garden, also 
chickens and eggs. We have never missed a 
payment on our home have so far kept out 
of debt. When I put the interest money away I 
try to forget it and that way I would not spend 
it for anything. 

The husband and wife must work together 
and be satisfied with good common food and 
above all trust in the Lord. He will never for- 
sake you. We are never.so happy as when try- 
ing to save and work together.

The timing of the banana is an art described 
by G. P. Putnam in a volume dealing with the 
wonders of Central America. The heads of 
farms are all advised by the fruit buying com- 
pany as to the quantity of bunches required, 
and of the time at which the fruit should be 
ready for cutting. This is a matter for ex- 
perts, as a single day too long means the un- 

ot that 1 5 cular bunch. Super- 


All of more than nine are 
called “bunches.” They are cut by Jamaican 
laborers, who go out at daybreak. These are 


paid for at 1 cents a bunch, An eight hand 


stem counts three-quarters, and a seven hand 
stem a half. Out of this a duty of 1 cent 
per bunch has to be paid, and there is a con- 
stant source of friction in the government 
tendency to raise the export duty. By noon 
the fruit is loaded into trains, and the even- 
ing sees it transhipped again to steamers. 
This, says Mr. Putnam, is the “twenty-four 
hour fruit.” It goes express to Boston and 
New York. This is far nearer the genuine 
article than the half raw fruit that partly 
ripens on a long voyage. You cannot get the 
best out of bananas at a long distance from 
the growing place. 

The latest loading devices are used to lower 
the fruit down the four hatches of the special 
steamers. Quiet, leisurely Jamaicans ging as 
they carry their burdens to the automatic 
loading belt, which does the lion's share. Nev- 
ertheless, there are eight or ten handlings 
before the fruit is stowed in the hold.

MIXING SPONGE CAKE.— As the lightness 
of sponge cake depends entirely upon the air 
incorporated into the eggs, of which it is largely 
composed, and the expansion of this air in bak- 


ing, great care must be taken first to secure the 


incorporation of air in the mixture and then to 
regulate the baking so as to retain the Sa me 
i. e.: never stir a sponge cake mixture; let the 
heat be such that the inclosed air can be gradu- 
ally heated, and the cell walls fixed when the 
air becomes fully expanded. Beat the yolks 
with an egg beater until light and thick; add 
the sugar gradually, beating continuously; then 
add the flavoring. Beat the whites until stiff 
and dry; cut and fold part of the whites into 
the yolks and sugar; then cut and fold in part 
of the flour; now, in the same order, the remain- 
ing whites and flour. If preferred, add the 
whites, then the flour entire. Bake in an unbut- 
tered pan made for the purpose, and let the 
cake stand in the inverted pan to cool. Thus 
suspended, as it were, from the floor of the pan,

Recommendation of Lovisher Men 
for Jobs Develops Breach. 


OPPOSED BY THE PRESIDENT 


McReynolds Also Asks Reason of Pro- 
tests Against Hoyne Aids. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., July 22—[Special.}- 
There has been a serious falling out between 
Postmaster General Burleson and Senator 
Lewis of Milinois over the question of dis- 
pensing postoffice patronage to Lorimer Dem- 
ocrats in that state. The postmaster general 
objects particularly to appointing postmas- 
ters selected by Lee O'Neil Browne in L 
Salle county in spite of the recommendation 
of the Browne men by Senator Lewis. 

The senator was summoned to the post- 
office department recently to explain to the 
postmaster general a couple of bushel of let- 
tere protesting against recognition of the 
Lerimer Democrats in the appointment of 
postmasters. Col. Lewis also was called to 
the department of justice to explain protests 


Among them is former Assistant State's 
Attorney Griffin, under Wayman, who re- 
tired from the county office when Hoyne 
came in. The H.-H. Democracy complained 
to Attorney General McReynolds that Griffin 
has been appointed at the 2 of Roger 
Sullivan. 

Senator Lewis has been on intimate terms 
of friendship with both Postmaster General 
Burleson and Attorney General McReynolds. 
Bach of the cabinet members has been ob- 


about the capital. Now it appears that the 
breach between the senator and the post- 
master general is so serious that they drive 
together no more. The attorney general and 
the senator, however, are still on driving 
terms. 


Browne Favorite Causes Crisis. 

The trouble over the Lorimer Democrats 
came to a head when Senator Lewis sent to 
Mr. Burleson his recommendation of the ap- 
pointment of several postmasters in La Salle 
county, all of whom have been named by Lee 
O’Neil Browne. The principal recommenda- 
tion was that of Charles McNamara for post- 
master of Streator. He is a friend and polit- 
ical follower of Browne. He is opposed by 
Fred Leroy, editor of a Streator newspaper, 
who is backed by Attorney General Lucey. 

The postmaster general received protests 
against Browne's man immediately. Almost 
every communication recited the history of 
the Lorimer senatorial scandal and Browne’s 
connection therewith. Mr. Burleson, on sum- 
moning the senator to explain, stated that the 
administration is dead set against any recog- 
nition of the Lorimer Democrats in Illinois. 

Senator Lewis introduced State Represent- 
ative Charles F. Clyne of Aurora at the post- 
office department this afternoon. Mr. Clyne 
recommended the appointment of John 
Griese for postmaster at Batavia. The 
recommendation was accepted and the nom- 
ination will go to the senate this week.
